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Summarized translation of a communist handbill dated December, 


1934 entitled "Manitesto in commemoration of the 7th Anniversary 


of the Canton Uprising," purporting to have emanated from the 
Educational Society of the Toiling Masses. 
Dear brothers anc sisters of labour and peasant masses, 

The Canton Uprising on Yecanber llth of the {6th year 
of Chinese Republic (1928) was the first move of our labour 
and peasant masses to @stablish a Soviet government of our 
own, but three days later it met with failure at the hands 
of the joint forces of sxuomintang warlords and Imperialistse 
Nevertheless, our movement was immediately extended to Kiangsi 
and other provinces along the Yangtse River and in the 19th 
year (1930) the Soviet Provisional Central Government was 
established in Kiangsi. Look at our Red Armies at the front; 
they have crushed the lst, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and also most of the 
present 5th Anti-Red Campaign which the Kuomintemg warlords 
have launched with aid of foreign loans, guns and officerse 
Soviet Districts have been founded in the provinces of Szechuen, 
Hunan, sweichow, swangsi, swangtung and kiangsi. But the 
Kuomintang is spreading rumours saying that Juikin has been 
captured and is making preparations to hold a mass meeting 
to celebrate the victory.
